March 27.—'Two railroad 
m easures, tin* J. N. .Johnson bill for 
th e regulation of stock and bond is­ 
sues by railroads and th e redrafted j 
com m odity rate bill, were passed by j 
th e house. 
T he Johnson bill is practically the 
sam e bill as the famous Rockne bill 
w hich the house hilled two year® ago. 
W hen A ttorney G eneral E. T. Young 
tried to compel the G reat N orthern to j 
get the perm ission of the railroad eom- j 
mission before m aking its proposed 
stoek issue, he found the old law de­ 
fective and drew the bill which A. J. 
Rockne, now speaker, introduced.. The 
bill caused one of the liveliest lights 
of the session. 
J. J. Hill and others 
representing th e G reat N orthern and 
the Soo road fought the bill before the 
com m ittee, and the attorn ey general 
ana his friends fought just as hard 
for it. 
T his y ear the hill was introduced 
quietly by the m em ber from Canbv 
and c a u s e d little stir in the com m it­ 
tee, although General Solicitor W. R 
Begg of th e G reat N orthern and gome 
others appeared at one hearing in op­ 
position to th e bill. 
The bill was a 
special o rder in the morning, was de­ 
layed until the afternoon and after a 
short discussion sixty-three m em bers 
cast their votes for the bill and forty 
four again st it. 
Lennon’s Resolution Passed. 


J. O. I.ennon of Minneapolis called 
up his resolution providing for a com ­ 
m ittee 
of 
five 
representatives 
and 
three sen ators to confer with the rail­ 
roads to see if some settlem ent of the 
freight rate suits could not be arrived 
at. 
Mr. L ennon’s resolution called a t­ 
tention to the fact th a t S. F. 39, the 
commodity rate law of two years age 
with the penalty clause stricken out. 
had passed the senate and w as before 
the house, and said th a t the bill would 
accomplish nothing except to keep up 
the litigation. 
Some of th e house m em bers feared 
th a t if this com m ittee were appointed 
the only result wTould be to delay and 
possibly prevent the passage of S. F. 
39. 
The present law' with its drastic 
penalties is held unconstitutional by 
the court, and the attorneys for the 
state had advised 
its 
re-enactm ent 
without 
the 
penalties, 
and

Spooner told th e house th a t it w as ab­ 
solutely necessary to pass the am end­ 
ed law if the rate suits are to be suc­ 
cessful. 
So the house struck all refer­ 
ence to S. F. 39 out of the I.ennon 
resolution and passed the hill under 
suspension of the rules.

T he 6 per cei\t gross earnings bill, 
introduced by Mr. Spooner, w as re­ 
ported to the house for indefinite post­ 
ponem ent and the report was adopted. 
T he county assessor bill, which waa 
voted down in the house last W ednes­ 
day, w as resurrected on motion of C. 
K. Melby of Minnesota. 
Im m ediately 
following th is action H enry Rines of 
Moro secured 
a reconsideration of 
the bill exem pting $200 of the personal 
property of each family from taxation, 
which had been killed th e sam e day. 
T his la tte r bill was placed on the 
calendar. 
Opposed to Reapportionment. 


Only seventeen state senators voted 
\n favor of a reapportionm ent of the 
senatorial and legislative districts of 
the state, w hen the m atter cam e up 
for consideration in th e senate on the 
m ajority and m inority reports from 
th e reapportionm ent committee. 
This probably m eans th a t th e re will 
be no reapportionm ent for another 
four years, as at the next session all 
of th e sen ators will ju st have entered 
upon a four-year term , and probably 
will not vote them selves out of office 
a t th a t time. 
A large m ajority of the senators did 
not w ant to discuss any reapportion­ 
m ent bill and the report of postpone­ 
m ent of th e bill carried w ith 38 af­ 
firmative and 17 negative votes.

T he trin k e ts consisted of a chain 
to which wTere attached some pendants 
of little intrinsic

those who have beheld them of the 
high school days of girls. 
The envelope in which th e note and 
trirk e ts were placed was not found 
until hours after the death, w hen the 
un d ertak er was preparing th e body 
for burial. 
A study of Mrs. L orillard’s ap art­ 
m ents is said to have led to th e con­ 
clusion th a t Mrs. Lorillard w as most 
determ ined in ending h e r life.

After congress had placed a pro­ 
vision in the navy appropriation bill 
to the effect that a certain percentage 
of the m arine corps should be as­ 
signed to ship duty an order was is­ 
sued the day before President Roose­ 
velt w ent out of office restoring the 
m arines to ships, but placing them 
under the orders of the captains of 
the vessels on which they wore to 
serve.

Mrs. Pierre Lorillard, Jr., Wrote One 


of the Mysterious Notes That W ill 


Be 
Buried 
W ith 
Her 
Body— The 


Other Note Was in the Handwriting 


of Another Person— Was Determined 


to End Her Life. 


Washington, March 27.—In the folds 
of her shroud, the material evidence 
of the death secret of Mrs. Pierre 
Lorillard, Jr., is sealed with her body 
on its final journey to the grave. The 
funeral party le ft the Lorillard resi­ 
dence on Hillyer Place for New York. 
At the old home of the Lorillards at 
Irvington on the beautiful east bank 
of the Hudson the casket will be in­ 
terred. 
The departure from the city fur­ 
nished another of the dramatic events 
which have characterized the death 
by suicide of this prominent woman. 
At the very hour when the first so­ 
cial circles of the capital in which 
Mrs. 
Lorillard 
had 
been 
accorded 
such a prominent part were crowding 
the- aristocratic Massachusetts avenue, 
the body of the deceased was driven 
rapidly down that thoroughfare to­ 
ward the station. 
The husband, one 
of the famous Lorillards of the tobac­ 
co business and prominent clubman 
and sportsman, and his son, Pierre, 
by their own preference, were the 
only mourners. 
The funeral ceremonies had been 
conducted several hours before. 
A 
few of Mrs. Lorillard’s most intimate 
friends, principally those who gather­ 
ed with her the night of her death at 
the dinner given by , Mrs. Richard 
Townsend, 
were 
present. 
Among 
these were the Belgian minister and 
Baroness Moncheur, Mrs. Chauncey 
M. Depew, Mrs. Meyer, wife of the 
secretary of the navy, and the Hon­ 
orable Maud Pauncefote, daughter of 
the former British ambassador to this 
country. 
Rev. Roland Cotton Smith 
of St. John’s Episcopal church offi­ 
ciated at the services, which occupied 
only half an hour's time. 
Notes Placed in the Shroud. 
Shortly afterward the most dramatic 
event of the day occurred when Dr. 
J. Ramsey Nevitt, the coroner, laid 
away in the folds of the shroud two 
notes and the mysterious trinkets 
found on Mrs. Lorillard’s body after 
her death. 
Contrary to the general 
understanding, Mrs. Lorillard wrote 
neither of the notes after she returned 
from the Townsend dinner. 
It is now 
believed that the only words she 
wrote on the morning of her death 
was on an envelope that contained the 
notes and the trinkets. 
'They were: 
“Bury this with my body unopened.” 
Another fact that has been brought 
out is that one of the notes was ad­ 
dressed to Mrs. Lorillard and was in 
the handwriting of another person. 
The second note had been written by 
Mrs. Lorillard evidently many days 
before her death. 
The note to Mrs. 
Lorillard is said to have been ad­ 
dressed to her in an Informal way. 
The trinkets consisted of a chain 
to which were attached some pendants 
of little Intrinsic value, reminding 
those who have beheld them of the 
high school days of girls. 
The envelope in which the note and 
trinkets were placed was not found 
until hours after the death, when the 
undertaker was preparing the body 
for burial. 
A study of Mrs. Lorillard’s apart­ 
ments is said to have led to the con­ 
clusion that Mrs. Lorillard was most 
determined in ending her life. 
Tt Is 
believed that she deliberately inhaled 
the poisonous fumes until a gentle 
stupor seized her. 
Then she calmly 
lay down upon the rug in the bath­ 
room to sleep into death. 
The tragic death of his wife has 
proved a severe blow to Mr. Lorillard.

MARINES RESTORED 


TO FORMER DUTIES 


President Taft Rescinds Order 
- 
of His Predecessor. 


Washington, March 27.—The last 
remaining vestige of the Roosevelt 
order taking marines off the battle­ 
ships and 
cruisers 
of the United 
States navy was swept away when 
President Taft after the matter had 
been considered at a cabinet meeting 
directed that an order be issued re­ 
storing the marines to exactly the 
same duties that they performed prior 
to their being ordered ashore. 
After congress had placed a pro­ 
vision in the navy appropriation bill 
to the effect that a certain percentage 
of the marine corps should be as­ 
signed to ship duty an order was is­ 
sued the day before President Roose­ 
velt went out of office restoring the 
marines to ships, but placing them 
under the orders of the captains of 
the vessels on which they were to 
serve. 
Under the old order of things the 
marines were given specific duties. 
One of these was to fight certain 
guns of the secondary battery. 
The 
order placing them under the direc­ 
tion of the ship’s captain made it 
possible to assign the marines to any 
sort of duty and to deprive them of 
fighting any part of th® ship’s battery. 
In restoring the old regulations the 
president acted upon the recommenda­ 
tion of the general board of the navy.

Vienna, March 27.—Baron van Aeh-

SIXTH

construct, re-construct and m aintain in 
good repair such sidewalks along the 
side of the street, lane or alley next to 
the lands of such owners respectively, 
as may have been 
heretofore con­ 
structed, or shall hereafter be 
con­ 
structed, or directed by the city coun­ 
cil to be built, and of such m aterial and 
width, and upon such places and glades 
as the. city council may by ordinance or 
otherw ise prescribe.
